Nagytarcsa Special. Chemical Warfare Unit 

1. The garrison lies approximately 8 kilometers from the Kistarcsa 
station, ^macadam rcad^ leads to the garrison. There are M&V [ Hungarian 
State Railways] bus tran spor ta t i on facilities. 

The permanent number of enlisted men is 500. 

The number of officers and re-enlisted senior NC0 f s is 210. 

The number of technical and other troops is 150. 

The Nagytarcsa Special Chemical Warfare Unit is the only one of its 

^ Hungary • The unit is a lighter combat branch, equipped for 
mechanized training in mustard and other lighter gases. 

From March to November of this year, there is military training for 
reservists, which lasts 3 months per individual. From May 1955 until 1 

August, ^ participated in this training as company clerk and construction 
chief. 

Th« garrison is surrounded by plowed fields and orchards in a 

radius of approximately 8 kilometers. The s m a l ler maneuvers are conducted 
around the garrison. The intensified and larger maneuvers are 
approximately 6 kilometers from the garrison at a place tSSc^ 

Doberdo. The garrison’s Commander is Captain Bela Farkas who was promoted 
in 1955. The Headquarters Commander is a Russian Lt. Colonel.

The drawing, attached to the technical description, was drafted according 
to a profile view to a scale of 1:50. The scale and the scales' hundreths 
were prepared accurately. 
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The concrete ditch and area between the fence in the garrisons* north 
section is mined sparsely — the mines are placed approximately 1 meter 
apart. The garrisons* guards are dispersed* in the garrison area, as 
follows. The mein guards and gate guards are stationed in 19 / 2 ; 

the guard, stationed at the 17/R water storage, walks the route marked 
with an arrow. The guard stationed at building 6/E remains near the 
building. The guard of 12/K [is stationed] on the embankment above the 
ammunition dump - two guards are on duty & t this location. There is one 
guard on duty along the northern part of the 20/T concrete ditch and 
another along the souther- part. At buildings 13/L, 15/0, and 16/P, 
there are two guards on duty — one on the entrance side of the building 
and the other concrete ditch side of the building. Buildings 10/J and 

11/1 “* on two 3ides the marked sentry-sheds. At the 7/E garage, 

the guard is stationed at the place shown in the drawing. The guard at 9/M 
walks between the -ring range and the garrison fence. The guard at 8 /G 
is on duty in front of the officer-of-the guard building. The guard-of-honor 
is located in Commanders* building l/feUeft of the entrance. 

Building 12/K is a cutaway sketch on the drawing since the building 
is sunk into the ground and is embanked with earth for the purpose of 
oamouTlagiiig. 
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
